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GUEST EDITORIAL WHO’S 
CALLED TO PREACH?

There is today a doctrine being 
preached in some of the 
Churches, of the Church of God 
in Christ that the laity should be 
ruled over and the ministers 
(clergy) should monopolize the 
ministry of Christ. But I want 
you to know that is not so, 
because our Lord declared in 
Rev. 2:6, 15 He hated the 
doctrine of the Nicolaitanes 
(This, is thought, to be the name 
of an early sect of believers) who 
believed that the laity should be 
ruled over and the ministry of 
Christ, the glorious gospel 
should be monopolize by the 
ministers (clergy); this 
distinction between the ministry 
and the laity which holds that 
preaching is reserved for the 
ministers and confined to them 
alone is distinctly contrary to 
the teaching of the Word of 
God. 


There is a sense in which all 
believers are called to preach the 
gospel Acts 8:1-4...“‘And at that 
time there was a_ great 
persecution against the Church 
which was at Jerusalem; and 
they were all scattered abroad 
throughout the regions of Judea 
and Samaria, except the 
apostles.”” Therefore they that 
were scattered abroad went 
every where preaching the word. 
When the Lord called and sent 
His apostles out to preach the 
gospel, He gave them 
instructions concerning those 
who would believe the gospel 
message. The apostles were told 
very clearly to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel of 
salvation and forgiveness to 
every creature, St. Matthew 
28:20 and St. Mark 16:15, 16 
declares plainly that when they 
made disciples and _ baptized 
them, they were to teach these 
disciples to observe all thing; 
whatsoever He had commanded 
them (Apostles). The commané 
to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel which came 
from the lips of Jesus to the 
apostles was to be transferred on 
by them to every disciples they 
would make. This same message 
holds true today; for every child 
of God (disciple) is likewise 
instructed to preach the gospel 
to every creature. 


Saints of God we _ have 
empowered by the Lord Jesus 
through the Holy Ghost to do 
the same works that He did and 
even to do greater. St. John 
14:12 Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, he that believeth (continue 
to believe) on me, the works 
that I do shall he do also; and 
greater works than these shall he 
do; because I go unto my 
Father. Signs are to follow the 
children of God (Spirit filled 
believers). Note that St. Mark 
16:17 say “These signs shall 
follow them that believe...” It 
does not say, ““These signs shall 
follow the ministers” but the 
promise is to those who would 
hear and believe the gospel. 
Thank God for His unspeakable 
gift, the dynamic promise 
through the Holy Ghost of 
“These signs shall follow them 
that believe...” 


The baptism of the Holy Ghost 


‘is a divine anointing for the 


preaching of the gospel to 
uttermost parts of the earth. 
Acts 1:8 say, ‘“‘But ye shall 
receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses, unto 
me both in Jerusalem and all 
Judea, and Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth. 
The Word of God tell us plainly 
that the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost was not only for them 
who where assembled in the 
Upper Room on the day of 
Pentecost but...““To all that are 
afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call’ Acts 
2:39. 


Saints of God let us not be 
fooled by this doctrine which 
reserves the glorious ministry of 
Christ for the ministers alone, 
for the Word God let’s us know, 
those who have been saved and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost 
are in endue with power from on 
high to witness concerning the 
gospel of our Lord Savior Jesus 
Christ. Not only this, there also 
comes a clear command from 
the Lord to us to be witnesses to 
this glorious gospel which is sent 
down from heaven through the 
Holy Ghost. It was not apostles 
who were scattered when 
persecution came upon _ the 
Church, it was ‘the laity (other 
disciples); and they went 
every where preaching the word. 
This plan of every disciple 
proclaiming the gospel by our 
Lord resulted in uttermost part 
of earth (the known world of 
that time) hearing the glorious 
gospel message of salvation. Here 
is a challenge to every child of 
God (disciple) to obey the 
Words of our Lord and follow 
the pattern of our apostolic 
forebears. Let me state here 
before going any further, these 
believers (disciples) in their 
being scattered aboard did not 
witness or proclaim the gospel 
without being directed and lead 
by the Holy Ghost. It is also true 
of believers (disciples) today, for 
us to be effective witnesses (soul 
winners) we must be directed 
and lead by the Spirit of God 
(The Holy Ghost). Romans 8:14 
say, “For as many as are led by 
the Spirit of God, they are the 
sons (children) of God.” If our 
preaching and witnessing have 
not been motivated by the Spirit 
(The Holy Ghost) there are no 
results and our preaching and 
witnessing have been in vain. 


Without contradicting the 
previous paragraphs, I will make 
another statement which may 
appear at first to quite opposite 
to that just made. I have stated 
before there is a sense in which 
all believers are called to preach 
the glorious gospel of Christ. I 
now state that there is also a 
explicit (definite) call to preach 
(the ministry). The Lord has 
chosen certain persons 
(believers) to serve in a definite 
way to extend the gospel. He has 
also called each one of us to 
serve in some capacity as 
(proclaimer) of the glorious 
gospel and it is also true that 
some are especially called to 
preach. Ephesians 4:11-14 say, 
“And He gave some apostles;

Dear Bishop Patterson: 


Is there an unwritten law in the 
Church of God in Christ that 
gives a bishop’s son the right to 
succeed him into the bishopric? 


Dear Reverend Jones: 


In answer to your question 
concerning an unwritten law for 
one to succeed his father as a 
bishop my answer is, there is 


_ not. However, I don’t feel that a 


qualified bishop’s son should be 
penalized simply because he is 
the son of a bishop anymore 
than I think a pastor’s son, or 
anyone else’s son, should be 
penalized because of the 
position of his father. 


To my knowledge, during the 
entire, almost seventy years, 
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and some, prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; for the perfecting 
of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying 
(building up) of the body of 
Christ; till we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and the 
knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man unto the 
measure of the stature of the 
fullness of Christ; that we 
henceforth be no more children, 
tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, 
and cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive. The 
Holy Ghost have left no doubt 
in my mind that God works 
according to this same pattern of 
Ephesians 4:11-14 today. 


The Word of God in the Book of 
Romans Chapter 12:4-8 say, 
“For as we have many members 
in one body, and all members 
have not the same office; so we, 
being many, are one body in 
Christ, and everyone members 
one of another. “Having then 
gifts differing according to the 
grace that is given to us, whether 
prophecy, let us_ prophesy 
according to the proportion of 
faith; or Ministry, let us wait on 
our ministering; or he_ that 
teacheth, or teaching; or he that 
exhorteth, on exhortation; he 
that giveth, let him do it with 
simplicity; he that ruleth, with 
diligence; he that sheweth 
mercy, with cheerfulness.” 


First Timothy give a description 
of Elders or bishops (pastors) 
and deacons. Thus the Scriptures 
open to us two levels or kinds of 
Ministry. And as we read God’s 
Word further we learn that the 
Lord has placed the members in 
the body as it hath pleased Him. 
Read the 12th Chapter of I 
Corinthians for the order of 
God’s Church (administration). 


Kvery Holy Ghost filled preacher 
recognize that Christ is the head 
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history of the Church of God in 
Christ, I don’t recall more than 
five bishops who are successors 
of their father, and these became 
bishop by almost the unanimous 
wishes of the pastors of their 
respective jurisdictions. 


I agree that a bishop should not 
resort to unethical means to 
maneuver his son into such 
position. However, if his son is 
worthy, and has been chosen by 
God, he _ should have _ the 
integrity and the courage to 
respect God’s anointing. 


I think many of us ministers 
have made the tragic mistake of 
being overly concerned about 
other people and their children, 
while neglecting our own 
families. The Bible says ‘‘As for 
me and my house we will serve 
the Lord”’. 


of the Church. And we also 
recognize the role the Holy 
Ghost have in carrying out the 
administration of God’s Church. 
The natural man will never be 
able to understand the things of 
the Spirit for they are foolish to 
him, and neither can be known 
to them, because they are 
spiritually discerned. 


As we look at the climax and 
consummation of all exhortation 
and precedent which the Word 
of God gives us in the work of 
the ministry, we must not reject 
the example that Christ gives as 
impossible to follow, but accept 
it as the perfect pattern and 
submissively follow Him as He 
has commanded. St. John 
20:21...As my Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you. 


As God the Father has called us 
to the ministry of Christ, let us 
therefore find our place that we 
give no occasion for stumbling. 


Let us who are Beloved of the 
Lord, earnestly contend for the 
faith that was once delivered to 
the saints. 


hithis sseneration’ of

ATTEMPT HALTED 
THROUGH PRAYER

content. With this Paul agreed 
prior to his encounter with the 
Christ of faith. This does not 
mean that Paul completely 
abandoned the Law; for it is 
very explicit that he saw the 
Law as having divine origin and 
sanction, thus it is “‘just and 
good” as has been alluded to 
earlier. To some there may 
appear to be inconsistencies, but 
what Paul is essentially saying is 
that “Christ was the end of the 
Law, and of law’. With the 
Christ even the Law ceased to 
function as a means of salvation 
(Salvation seems to be the 
results of justification). 


Why was it that the Law was 
powerless to save? Rudolph 
Bultmann feels that the Law was 
powerless because before faith 
man was not able to fulfill it. 
Thus, Paul is not saying that the 
Law was inferior qualitatively, 
but that ‘“‘man prior to faith” is 
cursed by the Law when he 
relied on it for salvation by 
works. Paul continues his 
argument by pointing out that 
not only is man’s efforts to 
merit salvation by works futile, 
but that he is not expected to do 
so (Rom. 3:20). With this 
position, none would more 
quickly disagree than a Jew. For 
he (the Jew) held that 
justification by faith and 
justification by works of the 
Law were not antithetical. 


To get a true picture of the 
Pauline position on justification, 
one would do well to keep in 
mind that Paul had a concept of 
man prior to and under faith; 
this fact has been lightly 
mentioned earlier. For Paul, 
“pre-faith man” is he who is 
under the power of death ‘while 
man under faith has life. Man 
under the power of death is one 
who tries to live out and control 
his own life while the man under 
faith is one whose true life 
comes about when he surrenders 
totally to the Creator.

It was a 
part of Jewish belief that 
justification and salvation were 
receipts of life. Therefore, Paul

Many have said that the Bishop 
W. L. Porter is a man that truly 
exhibits the faith attribute that 
we all need to possess. Bishop 
Porter strongly believes in and 
practices the scripture, “All 
things, whatsoever ye shall ask in 
prayer, believing, ye _ shall 
receive.” Matthew 21:22. 


To take you from the lowly 
beginning to the present, I shall 
follow the general biographical 
sketch... Bishop Willie Lee 
Porter, was born to the happy 
union of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Porter, Senior, on June 18, 1925 
at 230 Webster Place (off Third), 
Memphis, Tennessee. There were 
ten children born. 


Is it hard for you to imagine 
children without bicycles, 
etc.??It is for me. Looking at the 
Bishop today, does make _ it 
difficult to believe that he had 
such a meager beginning. 


Bishop Porter’s childhood was 
generally a happy one, for in 
those days, we knew how to find 
pleasure in the simplest of 
circumstances, He was raised in a 
small frame house on Virginia 
Street and later moved on to 
Memphis Housing Authority’s 
LeMoynes Gardens (a house 
project in south Memphis.) 


James Porter, Senior expired in 
1943 as a direct result of an 
errupted appendix.

THE PAULINE USUAGE 
OF JUSTIFICATION 


seems to tie in very well to the 
stream of Jewish thought. 


But the manner in which Paul 
understood this “rightwising” by 
God reflects a basic contrast 
between him and_ traditional 
Judaism. For in Paul’s usage is 
clearly seen a new view of the 
creature’s existence before the 
Creator. Paul sees righteousness 
as justification by God based 
only on man’s faith in Him. 


_ Therefore, righteousness is the 


pre-condition for salvation in the 


sense that God has to declare the 
sinner righteous before he can 
receive salvation or life (Rom. 
1:17). The basic message of 
Romans 1:17 is that God has, in 
fact, acted in history through 
and in the person of Jesus 
Christ. To Paul, this was God’s 
revelation of His righteousness, 
and is thus reflected in two basic 
ways: in the Gospel as 
proclamation, and in those who 
fully believe in the redemptive 
work of Jesus Christ as 
exaltation. 


Thus Paul speaks on the basis of 
his own personal experience 
with God and His Son. An 
experience which had 
transformed his life had thus 
become Paul’s point of 
departure for the explication of 
the truth of the redemptive 
work of God in Christ. The Jews 
had held that for one to acquire 
salvation from God meant only 
keeping the Law, but Paul’s-. 
conversion experience made it 
clear that this was a false 
illusion. For with all moral and 


legalistic striving, they still were 
not justified before God. 


In Paul’s letter to II Corinthians, 
chapter five, verse 19, the idea 
of reconciliation is raised. As 
was pointed out earlier in this 
article, reconciliation is one of 
the terms used by Paul with the 
fact of all peoples’ alienation 
from God. In mind, “‘God was in 
Christ reconciling the world 
unto himself...” At this point 
on Paul’s highway of salvation, 
he seems to halt us only to tell 
us (the sinner) that we must 
overcome another predicament 
before we can receive salvation 
from God. This is the point at 
which he informs the sinner that 
he is separated and estranged 
from God, and thus he must be 
reconciled. It is rather amazing 
to note that God took the 
initiative to do for man what he 
could not do for himself in that 
while man was still “enemies’’, 
God did the work in Christ 
(Rom. 5:10). 


In a true sense, Paul seems to use 
the word reconciliation in 


conjuction with the idea of 
justification (Romans 5:8; II 
Corinthians 5:17-21) These 


scriptures clearly state the 
manner in which God allowed 
His Son to become “‘sin” for us 
that we through him might be 
declared the “‘righteousness of 
God”.
